was heard distinctly in the

morning', when it was learn- 
ed that there had been an 
explosion of natural- gas in 
the residence of Mr. Tinuel 


• Buehler, and that Mr. Bueh- 
ler, .who w.as._ one of New- 
ark's most prominent busi- 
ness men, had been fatally 
injured, dying about 10:30 
o'clock. 


Shortly before 5 o'clock Mr. 


Buehler had arisen from his bed 


and had yonc down stairs in his 


night robes to turn on the u-as in 


(lames. The hair on his head and 
all been burned oil* and hcv pre- 
sented a horrible appearance. 


The entire rear part 
oi" 
the 


place presented a scene of con- 
fusion. 
Articles 
of 'furniture 


were scattered, about the place, 
nearly all the doors were torn 
from their hinges, windows were 
broken ,and Ihe brick walls in the 
kitchen were bulged 
out about 


eight inches. 


An alarm of fire was sent in, 


but the services of the firemen 
were not needed. 


Drs. J. E. Bowers and J. "W. 


Barker were called, and 
after 


examining the injured ii\au found 
him to be in a" very serious cncll- 
tion, and gave out the informa- 
tion that he could not live as he 
had inhaled the flame. 
The at- 


tending physicians did all they 
eould to relieve the sufferings of 
the injured man.

respectively of Crettysburg and Lehigh 
counties, Pa. 
His only sister, Mary, 


married John Jamison of Norristown 
Pa. The father died when Tinnel was 
only two years old, but the mother at- 
tained a good old age. passing away 
when 00 years old. She had been mar- 
ried prior to her union with Mr. LUich- 
ler and by her first marriage had four 
children. 


During his boyhood days Mr. Tinnel 


Buehler resided in the county of his 
birth, and going thence to Bucks coun- 
ty, learned the trade of blacksmith, at 
which he was an expert. As stated 
above, he came to Newark 
in 1831, 


where for more than 20 years he fol- 
lowed his trade. A serious accident, 
however at last obliged him to aban- 
don work 
at his chosen 
occupation. 


When out hunting his right hand was 
blown off by the accidental discharge 
of a shot gun, and he was therefore in- 
capacitated for manual labor. He then 
opened a grocery store and until ISut 
had a good trade in that line. In ISU-J 
he w«nt to California via the Isthmus, 
and engaging in work 
at his trade 


accumulated considerable money. Af- 
ter two years in the far west ho re- 
turned to Ohio by way of the Isthmus 
of Panama, well satisfied to spend the 
remainder of, his da\s in the Buckeye 
state. 


The first marriage of Mr. Buehler 


united him with Miss Sarah, daughter 
of William Brittan. 
This lady was 


born in Guernsey county, O., and died 
in Licking couuty. 0, February 23, 
1S93, after having borne her husband 
three children, Joanna, 
wife of Mr. 


John Zimmerly of this city, William, 
who is in Kansas, and Frank, of this 
city. 


In 1S94 Mr. Buehler was again mar- 


ried, choosing as his wife Mrs. Clara 
(Wells) Bcrnara, 
an estimable lady, 


who by her former marriage had two 
sons, Jones and Wells. 


Mr. Buehler was again married re- 


cently and this wife and one child 
survive. 


It It worthy to note that Mr. Buehler 


had served as councilman. 
for_many 


years as the representative 
of the 


people of the old Seventh ward, and 
he seiTCd them faithfully and well, 
officiating as president and Vice presi- 
dent of the city council. 


In Mr. Buehlcr the Democratic party 


of Newark and Licking county had one 
ol" its most devoted and loyal support- 
ers. 
Socially he is a member of Olive 


Branch Lodge No. 34, I. O. O. F., and 
for a number of years had been identi- 
fied with the First Presbyterian church 
of this city to which he was a liberal 
contributor. He was a man «ho .was 
highly respected and esteemed by all 
who had the pleasure of his acquaint- 
ance, and his deplorable death will be 
sincerely mourned by the entire com- 
munity.

lan Are forced to Retire. 


CONCESSION TO THE PUBLIC 


Charges ofCorruption and Inefficiency 


against the Marine Department Rife 
For Years—Scandal Busy With the 
Name of the Grand Duke — Both 
Men Savagely Attacked. 


St. Petersburg, June 1C.—The sen- 


sational announcement was made that 
Grand Duke Alexis, the high admiral, 
who is an uncle of the emperor, and 
Admiral Avellan, head of the Russian 
admiralty department, had resigned. 
This announcement was followed a 
'ew minutes later by an imperial re- 
script relieving the grand duke of the 
supreme direction of the navy, which 


had held since the days of the em- 


peror's lather, Alexander III, when 
Russia resolved to enter the lists as 
a first-class sea power and to build up 
a great navy, the remnants of which 
were destroyed in the battle of the 
Sea of Japan. 


Although from time to time since 


the war began there have been ru- 
mors that the grand duke would retire 
on account of the savage criticism, 
not to use harsher terms, directed 
against the 
administration 
of the 


navy, especially in the construction of 
ships, the announcement of his resig- 
nation came like a bolt oat of the 
blue. The words of the rescript give 
no hint of imperial anger, and the real 
xplanation probably will not leak out 
for several days, but the instant dis- 
position was to regard the retirement 
of Grand Duke Alexis and Admiral 
Avellan as a concession 
to public 


opinion, following the crowning trag- 
cly of the Sea of Japan. 
Charges of 


mismanagement and inefficiency and 
tales of corruption and even worse 
against the marine department have 
been rife for years. 
When the war 


began these increased tenfold, and 
ately a regular campaign against the 
department has been openly conduct- 
ed in the newspapers. Some startling 
revelations have been made in this 
campaign, 
and Capmin Ciado, who 


was one of the leading critics of the 
conduct of the navy, -was dismissed 
from the service for his persistence. 


Grand Duke AlfMs himself did not 


escape personal attacks, and scandal 
was so busy with his name that he 
was several times the subject of pub- 
lic demonstrations. The name of tho 
grand duke was high on the list of 
those condemned by the terrorists, 
and after "Red Sunday" f Jan. 22 last) 
It was 
reported that he had 
fled 


abroad, but it devf lopr>d that h" was 
merely keeping elo^ely within his pal- 
ace. 
Recently ho lias shown himself 


more frequently, u.sually in a closed 
carriage.

ing Districts. 


And Forming Complete Circuit 


Proposed By Engineer Davis— 
System Would Be One of the 
Best In the Country and Would 
Require Fifty-seven Miles of 
Pipe. 


MR. HAY IS BACK 


FROM EUROPEAN TRIP 


Luke K. Davis of Pittsburg, tliu en- 


gineer who has the contract for the 
equipment of the new municipal water 
system, was in ilio city Thnrsda\ ami 
presented his proponed plans lor the 
iitty-sc-ven miles of piping for ,the city. 
The city board and the enginer had no 
trouble in agreeing as to the 
plans, 


and with a few slight changes, they 
will be accepted. 


If The architect's plans are carried 


out, 
4here will be a direct 
pressure 


from a pumping station instead of a 
reservoir and a constant pressure of 
70 pounds will be furnished. 
In three 


minutes aficr a fire alarm has been 
turned in, the pressure can be raised 
to 130 pounds. 


The plans as presented by Mr. Da- 


vis provide for two sixteen inch mains 
running from the pumping station to 
the city. One will come into the city 
on one of the new streets 
recently 


opened up in the North End. coming 
to Channel street, turning 
west and 


riming to 
Fourth 
street, 
south to 


Moull, west to Twelfth, south to the 
canal and across the railroad tracks 
and to the Wehrle foundry. From this 
main, smaller feeders will be run to 
every street, with 10 and 12 and G and 
S inch pipes. 


The second 
1C inch main leaves 


Channcll avenue at Maple street. It 
will be run south on Maple to Ix>roy, 
to Clinton, to the Everett works and 
St. Clair street, to North Fourth street 
and south to Church street and to East 
Newark. 


The various sections of the city will 


be so connected by a system of circles 
of mains in order that any part of any 
main can be shut off without depriving 
any section of the city from the use of 
water. 


The system as proposed by these 


plans win require over 7>~ miles of pipe 
and will leave no portion of the city 
without the best of fire protection. 


After Mibmilting the 
plans to the 


public service board and receiving a 
number of suggest/ions from the mem- 
bers, Contractor 
Davis 
returned to 


Pit'sburg. He will visit the city again 
next Wednesday 
with the 
complete 


plans, when the board will again view 
the work. It is the intention of the city 
officials to proceed 
at once will! the

from the 


present water company's plant, a! 'he 
foot and to the .-.outh of Horn's hill. 


Tiio work will probably employ live 


or six hundred men, nml engineer Da- 
vis stales that if no unforeseen event 
delays tho work, he expects to be able 
to test the main .sy.-tem by Christma.-> 
day of this year.

Toledo. O., June 1<i.—Facing three 


federal indictments, containing twen- 
ty-one counts, the combined minimum 
sentence of which would mean a con- 
tinuous penitentiary sentence of 105 
years and a maximum .sentence of 210 
years, Orus M. Burns( the Montpelier, 
Ohio, banker, indicted by the federal 
grand jury for embezzlement, misap- 
plication of bank funds, false entries 
and perjury, voluntarily 
entered 
a 


plea of guilty on one count in one 
indictment. 
District Attorney Sulli- 


van estimates the shortage at $12,000. 


Judge R. W. Taylor sentenced Burns 


to serve seven years in the Oliio peni- 
tentiary and at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing Burns started for Columbus with 
Deputy 'United States Marshal P. H. 
Sells, to begin serving his time. 


The 
three 
indictments 
against 


Burns cover the two last years of al- 
leged mismanagement of the affairs of 
the First National bank at Montpelier, 
Ohio, which Burns has been cashier 
since its organization. The full amount 
of alleged shortages will perhans nev- 
er be known , so confused were the 
bank records. 


The methods employed by Burns in 


making his false entries to cover sup- 
posed shortages was to reduce the to- 
tal of loans and discounts thousands 
)f dollars, by increasing the credits of 
the bank, by 
entering up ficMtons 


notes as part of the banks assets and 
by increasing the amount due from 
the reserve agents. 
It was not until 


a national bank examiner examined 
the records last fall that the real con- 
dition became k'nown. His indictment 
followed 


Burns has for years been one of the 


most prominent residents of Williams 
county, where lie was a leader in the

ially in New England. Minnesota and 
the Dakotas. Throughout t'he Rocky 
mountain and Pacific coast distticts 
the week \v:is generally favorable.

promising, owing largely to unfavor- 
able and excessive moisture, but in the 
states of the lower Ohio, upper Missis- 
sippi and Missouri valleys the crop has 
made good progress and, ns a rute hits 
shown decided improvement.

leaders, 
particularly that branch of 


union labor represented by the Chi- 
cago teamsters' union. State's Attor- 
ney Healy declared that the bribery 
and conspiracy charges dropped into 
comparative insignificance beside the 
accusations which have been brought 
to the attention of the grand jury. 
The state's attorney said: "More seri- 
ous offenses have 
been committed 


than bribery and conspiracy, and the 
evidence 
presented to the jury has 


been 
of an 
extremely sensational 


character. It is very important and 
will lead to startling results. 
The 


names mentioned by the 
witnesses 


are those of prominent men on both 
sides." Over twenty of the prominent 
business men of Chicago, together 
with leading members of the bar, will 
appear before the grand jury. 
Sub- 


penas for them have been placed in 
the hands of private detectives em- 
ployed 
by the state's 
attorney. 


Charges of a serious kind are said to 
figure in the evidence in connection 
with which these men have been sum- 
moned. 


John C. Driscoll was made the chief 


witness before the grand jury, and re- 
cited what he called the history of 
the dealings between employers and 
union labor. Driscoll told how the 
coal teamsters and coal team owners 
had made the first joint trade agree- 
ment, which provided that the owners 
should employ only members of the 
coal teamsters' union and that the 
members of the union should work for- 
no employer not a member of the Coal 
Team Owners' association. The effect 
of this arrangement, the witness de- 
clared, was to force every coal wagon 
owner into the Coal Team Owners' 
association and 
every coal 
wagon 


driver into the teamsters' union. The 
owners behind this provision that 
barred union drivers from working for 
men not members of the association, 
and-prevented nonunion drivers from 
driving coal wagons raised the cart- 
age rates of coal from 30 to 50 cents a 
ton for short hauls and to as high as 
?1 a ton for longer hauls. 
Dris<;oll 


took before the jury several check- 
books which, together with the can- 
celed checks, are expected to prove 
many, of the charges made by him 
against 
business 
men 
and 
labor 


leaders. 


It was learned that one of the state- 


ments made by Driscoll to the jury 
was that President Shea of the team- 
sters' union accepted $8.000 at the 
time of the stockyards strike 
last 


summer. 
This strike began July 12 


and lasted nine weeks. 
About 20.000 


men were thrown out of employment 
and millions of dollars were lost by 
the packers in business and by the 
men in wages.

Blow Dealt the Organization. 


Philadelphia, June 
1C. — Another 


blow was dealt at the Republican or- 
ganization when the street railways 
committee of councils referred to that 
body the bills repealing the 
ordi- 


nances granting to the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company franchises for 
110 miles of streets without payment 
to the city. The ordinances granting 
the franchises were passed over May- 
or Weaver's veto, and at his instiga- 
tion the repealers were introduced. 
The company made the claim that the 
passage of the first bills gave the cor- 
poration the right to the streets, and 
that the ordinances. could not be le- 
gally repealed.
